Haying-Time. 

Grass is quite forward, and it will not be 
many days before the merry click of the 
mowing machine will be heard in the land. 
A bountiful hay harvest is now assured, 
and for the next few weeks farmers will 
have thelr hands full. The question as to 
when it is best to cut grass, is still more or 
less discussed by scientific observers, and 
the dried grass theory still has its adherents. 
When the grass is in full bloom is probably 
the time when it makes the best and most 
nutritious food for stock, but as the farmer 
who has a large quantity to harvest cannot 
always cut it at the right time, the next 
thing to be thought of is to cut it as near 
the bloom as possible. We think it better 
to cut it a little prematurely than to let it 
stand too long, though we are aware that 
some take a different view. By carefully 
examining the different fields as the haying 
season progresses, it will generally be 
found, that some pieces are more forward 
than others, owing to a southern exposure 
or sheltered situations, or perhaps from not 
being fed in the spring, and by attacking 
such fields first in order, with the present 
facilities for haying, very little grass need 
be injured by too much ripening before it is 
cut. 

Where clover and timothy grow together, 
the former generally gets quite ripe before 
the latter is in full bloom. In such cases, 
we think it better to put in the scythe as 
soon as the clover is in the proper condi- 
tion, as the loss will be less on the timothy 
by cutting it a little prematurely than on 
the clover by letting it stand too long. 
Clover stalks, after standing until they 
become woody, make very poor fodder. 
Orchard grass and clover do well together, 
and are in bloom about the same time. 
Orchard grass is also a fine fodder piant, 
and itisa matter of some surprise to us 
that farmers do not take more readily and 
kindly to it. If you have a nice piece of 
clear clover or timothy that are not too 
stout, why not save a piece of each for 
seed, and thus be sure of seed that will be 
true to name and germinate and grow? 
There is no reason in the world why the 
farmers of the great hay-producing State 
of Maine should not raise their own grass 
seed and be independent of the middlemen 
and markets. , 

A prevailing fault in hay-making, is in 
drying it too much. There will not be 
much danger of this, if the present wet 
weather continues, but it probably will 
not. Dried up hay has lost half its 
nutrient value, and is not nearly as well 
relished by the stock. So far as is practica- 
ble, hay should be made in the cock. Mow- 
ing should never be done when the grass is 
wet. Where the grass is very light, it will 
not make so much difference, but where 
there is a good burden, it is poor economy 
both of time and money, to cut it when 
wet. In pleasant weather, the hay should 
all be put into the cock at night, and of 
course, it should be cut early enough in 
the day to be well wilted before it is raked. 
Good made hay, when ready for the barn, 
should be so tough that a rope can be 
twisted out of it without breaking the 
stalks. Such hay has lost very little if any 
of the nutritive properties of the fresh 
grass, and is aromatic and sweet, whereas 
when it is spread out and roasted under a 
broiling sun, it becomes brittle and almost 
odorless and tasteless. Caps are valuable 
helps in curing hay if the farmer is able to 
have them, and the material for making 
them is now very cheap. 

During the exhausting labor of haying, 
the workmen need some kind of refreshing 
drinks. Formerly intoxicating liquors were 
regarded as the proper thing, and we can 
well remember when scarcely any Maine 
farmer thought of beginning hay without 
laying in a good supply of New England 
rum. But those days are past, and we now 
know that all such drinks are hurtful. 
‘They stimulate teraporarily but areexhaust- 
ing asa secondary result. Sweetened water 
is used by some, but too much sweet im- 
pairs the appetite and interferes with diges- 
tion. Sweet butter-milk is good, but the 
supply of this is always limited. We 
know of nothing better, and in fact nothiog 
as good as the Scotch beverage made of 
oatmeal and water. Put the oatmeal into 
cold water and let it stand several hours. 
The meal will have settled to the bottom, 
but it may be shaken and then it is ready 
for use. It may not be palatable at first, 
but it will soon become so, and it is not 
only a drink but a food. It will at once 
remove the faint feeling at the stomach 
cwused by hard work in the hot sun, and 
will also quench the thirst. We have tried 
it and can testify to its value as a haying- 
field beverage. It is also valuable as a 
daily beverage during the entire summer. 


New Jersey Agriculture. 
We are indebted to the Secretary, P. T. 
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that the wheat crop, which was of the 
Fultz variety, yielded,on an average, 27 
bushels per acre; rye 34 bushels, and oats 
39 bashels. Potatoes yielded 150 bushels 
to the acre. In the experiments with fer- 
tilizers on oats, the ‘Complete Manure” 
was found to be equal to barnyard manure, 
and cost only half as much; but this was 
the result of only one season. The severe 
drouth greatly modified the experiments 
with corn, but both the past and the previ- 
ous seasons have in ticated that the weight 
of stalks has been increased by muriate of 
potash, while the nitrogen in nitrate of so- 
da or sulphate of ammonia did not increase 
the yield. This result applies, of course, 
to the peculiarity of the soll at that place. 

In the analysis made at the farm of dry 
and green fodder ‘and of ensilage, there 
was buta slight variation in composition 
and quantity; and the result did not vary 
greatly when the experiment was made in 
feeding to the cows, the dry fodder for this 
purpose being cut short and crushed 80 as 
to be readily eaten, except that there was 
some increase of milk from the ensilage. 
The dry stalks were doubtless well cured 
and preserved; if wet with rains and 
rotted, the result would have been less 
favorable for them. 

The Wool Market. 

The time when farmers usually dispose 
of their wool is at hand, and frequent en- 
quiries are made as to the prospective 
prices. This is a subject upon which we 
hesitate about giving advice for obvious 
reasons. Sometimes when a careful study 
of the market has convinced us beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that prices would 
advance, they have not advanced, and at 
other times, when it has seemed that prices 
offered were all that could be obtained, 
there has been a sudden and important 
advance, much to the advantage of those 
who had refused to sell. But as a rule, we 
believe it is better to sell when prices 
appear to be established, which is usually 
the case soon after the wool is sheared. It 
is certainly bad policy for those holding 
only small lots, to refuse to sell when the 
large lots are being sold, for we have fre- 
quently known cases where small quanti- 
ties so withheld have been sold at a much 
lower figure than was offered, if indeed 
they could be sold at all. The large lots 
are what buyers are after, and when these 
are taken up, they do not generally trouble 
themselves about picking up the scattering 
small quantities, We have also known 
cases where the holder of a large product 
has refused to sell at prices offered, when 
others were selling, and, as a consequence, 
have been obliged to take less or keep this 
wool over. 

From Walter Brown’s recent circular 
which is as good authority as there is upon 
this subject, we make the following 
extracts : 

‘There is but little change to note in the 
character of the wool market, from that 
recorded in our issue of May Ist, the same 
quiescent state continues, and manufactur- 
ers have pursued their previous policy of 
buying sparingly and only to supply their 
immediate needs. 

Six weeks ago it was the opinion of sev- 
eral houses interested in the trade, that 
there would be a “spurt” in the market 
before the new gg was shorn, those who 
held to this view, however, have been dis- 
appointed, and to close out their stocks, 
have been obliged to make considerable 
concessions from previous rates. These 
reduced values, however, are principall 
noticeable in fine washed fleeces whic 
were relatively er than other classes. 
Unwashed wools in very small stock 
and yielding cheaper clean wools, have not 
shown much change in quotable values. 
Had it not been for the very unsatisfactory 
sale of woolen goods for several months 
past, and the consequent hesitation of 
manufacturers to purchase in excess of 
their wants, it is quite probable that the 
expected activity would have beeome an 
established fact, for there is no doubt that 
the stocks in the Eastern markets are 
smaller than at any time for several years. 
The course of consumers, however, in cur- 
tailing the production of goods and of buy- 
ing only from hand to mouth has prevented 
any excitement that might have otherwise 
occurred. ;

and a number of them have expressed the 
determination to stop their mills for some 
weeks.

The New York Mercantile Journal says 
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The Crop Outlook. 


The Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington, reports an increased acreage of cot- 
ton at the South, amounting to 504,000 
acres. Planting has been late and replant- 
ing resorted to more than usual. The sea- 
son is three weeks later than last year. 
The average condition is represented by 86 
against 89 in 1882. The condition of winter 
wheat is lower thanin May. The decline 
amounts to 4 points in Connecticut, 14 in 
New York, 2 in Ohio, 8 in Indiana, 15 in Il- 
linois, and 7 in Missouri. It is slight in 
Michigan and generally throughout the 
South. The general average condition is 
76, against 83 in May. In June, 1882, it was 
99 for winter wheat. These figures indi- 
cate the condition of growing wheat, with- 
out reference to the loss of area by plowing 
up the winter-killed areas. The spring 
wheat area has been increased nearly half a 
million acres. The spring wheat States 
have an acreage of about ten millions of 
acres. The condition of spring wheat is 
everywhere high. ‘The total area of barley 
is 2.350,000; condition, 97. Oats cover over 
19,000,000 acres; condition, 96. 


T. S. Cooper of Coopersburg, Pa., recent- 
ly sold a lot of Jerseys, imported in No- 
vember, at remarkable prices. Of the 118 
head of unusually fine animals offered, 61 
were sold on the opening day for $43,762, 
oran average of $717.46 ahead. The at- 
tendance was larger than at the Jersey 
sales above mentioned (held on the previ- 
ous week) and realized a higher average. 
Five animals sold for over $2,000 each—one 
of them at $2 800, two at $2,600 each. Ten 
others brought from $1,050 to $1,750 each. 
Several of the buyers at the previous sales 
were present and purchased superior ani- 
mals. The stock sold will be well distrib- 
uted in the States of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Ohio, Kentucky, Illinois, Virginia 
and Delaware. Of the purchasers, fifteen 
were from New York, eleven from Penn- 
sylvania, and ten from Massachusetts. 

Sheep are not generally classed as dairy 
animals but as treated by some dairymen 
they are entitled to be so classed. They 
produce the milk from which the costly 
Rochefort cheeses are made, more than 
300,000 of them being kept in that place 
for this special purpose. And now we 
hear, through a correspondent of the Michi- 
gan Farmer, that a Friesland (North Hol- 
land) dairyman, Mr. Kuperus, is milking 
forty cows and forty sheep, and makes 
butter from all the milk. His sheep are 
very large, have raised sixty-eight lambs, 
this year will shear twenty pounds of wool 
each, and some give from nine to twelve 
pounds of milk each per day. There was 
an old Friesland sheep on the market that 
had suckled five lambs and kept them all 
looking well.

Down Hast Dairy and Stock Notes. 


Mr. L. 8S. Robinson, Warren, is one of 
the veteran breeders of Jersey stock in 
Knox Co. He has a herd of eight cows, all 
but three recorded in the Me. State Regis- 
try; also six younger animals, including a 
two years old bull from his best cow. e 
queen of his herd. Milk Maid, bought some 

ears since of E. K. Whitney, Harrison, 
cS a record of 141¢ Ibs. of butter in seven 
days, giving during the trial an ave of 
37 lbs. of milk a day. Her yield of milk for 
the year was 8432 lbs. One heifer, Lizzie, 
dropped her first calf when 1444 months 
old; when in milk two weeks she gave 16 
Ibs. of milk a day, 154¢ Ibs. agp | a pound 
of butter. For 8 weeks after calving she 
averaged 15 lbs. of milk aday. She is due 
to calve April 19th, being two years old 
April 2d. From March to March 24th, 
inclusive, she gave 17 lbs. of milk, making 
1 lb. 9 ozs. of butter, being very near! 4 
qts. of milk to a pound of butter. r. R. 
thinks well of cotton seed in connection 
with corn meal and bran. 

Albert Copeland has a herd of 10 cows, 
Jerseys and — Jerseys, yielding during 
the month of March something better than 
a pound of butter a day, each, the feed be- 
ing 4 qts. of corn meal and 4 gts. of bran. 
His best cows make 12 lbs. of butter per 
week. He has_ contracted to furnish the 
Thorndike Hotel, Rockland, with table but- 
ter during the present year. Mr. Copeland 
uses a Cooley creanfery, and an old fash- 
ioned rocking churn, used by his grand- 
mother 50 years ago, that had been out of 
use 30 years or more, previous to the pres- 
ent season. The ‘old time” churn works 
to a charm, one churning of 2344 lbs., hav- 
ing been “brought” in just 20 minutes. 

muel Counce has a herd of 7 cows, 5 of 
which are thoroughbred Jerseys, also 3 
thoroughbred heifers. His start was from 
the herd of L. O. Cobb, Winthrop, since 
which time he has added to his stock from 
the herd of E. K. Whitney, Harrison. The 
cow Fannie Flinn, bo t of Mr. Cobb. 
when in milk 10 months, made 5 Ibs. of 
butter from 28 gts. of milk, one week’s pro- 
duct. At the time of this trial she was less 
than 3 yrs. old. 

A. A. Dunbar keeps a herd of 8 to 10 
Jersey cows and 4 or 5 heifers. He makes 
a weekly trip to Thomaston village with 
butter and sour milk. Mr. D. thinks 200 
lbs. of butter per cow, a fair average from 
a herd of ali ages. 

Sanford Bucklin and “Albert and Herbert 
Vaughn are among those that keep herds 
of Jersey cows in Warren. 

T. L. O’Brien, Thomaston, keeps a herd 
of 8 to 10 cows, a part of which are Jerseys. 
marketing his butter in Massachusetts. 
Through February and March, 4 cows, one 
only three years old, yielded 40 lbs. of but- 
ter a week. Mr. O. thinks his cows make 
fully 250 lbs. ayear. He feeds 6 quarts per 
day of an even mixture of cotton seed, corn 
meal and bran. 

Hon. Moses Webster, Vinalhaven, the 
resident member of the Bodwell Granite 
Company. has six very fine looking Jersey 
eows. He showed me a nice pair of twin 
heifers from a cow that has a record of 20 
Ibs. of butter per week. 

Geo. Poole keeps some 6 or 8 cows, mar- 
keting his butter at Carver’s Harbor village. 
He thinks it a good cow that will make a 
pound of butter a day through the best of 
the 


season. 
J.C, Calderwood, in whose family a pleas- 
ant sabbath home was enjoyed, has a nice 
farm of 200 acres, and a nice set of farm 
buildings. His stock the past winter was 
8 or 10 cattle, 2 horses 135 sheep.

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Comb Foundatian. 


I have used comb foundation in the brood 
appartment of my hives more or less ex- 
tensively since it first came before the pub- 
lic; sometimes with satisfactory results 
and sometimes not. Until this season I 
have bought my foundation of parties 4 
New York, Ohio and elsewhere, fully half 
of which was of inferior quality, either 
made of adulterated wax or on a poor mill 
or by inexperienved or careless hands. I 
got tired of this sort of thing and last sea- 
son determined to make what I used in the 
future, which Iam doing and am pleased 
with the result so far. In order that my 
foundation should be of the very best 
quality [ have supplied myself with steam 
rendered wax, which is sefter and not so 
brittle as that gotten from the combs. by 
boiling them in a kettle over a hot fire. 
For by this process itis quite sure to be 
overheated and injured. 

I bought all the empty combs I could 
during the last year and this spring had 
quite an accumulation, enough to make 
nearly two hundred pounds of wax. So in 
March I got our local tinman to make me 
a wax excavator and have rendered all my 
wax pure and yellow, and have it stored 
ready for use as I need it. This spring | 
bought one of the most improved founda- 
tion mills and I make my foundation 
from day to day as I use it, and not faster. 
When many made it is softer than after 
laying even but a few days, and long keep- 
ing lessens its value very much.

Last evening I supplied many 
frames of foundation to these transferred 
stacks, and as an experiment | put a frame 
of nice foundation, made one year ago, into 
one of the hives, and in the same hive | 

ut one made within an hour of the time 
put it in. They had equally good po- 
sitions in the hive, being hung between full 
frames of brood. This afternoon, about 
twenty-two hours after they were inserted, 
I opened the hive and lifted out these 
frames. { found the new foundation drawn 
out as thick as my hand, the cells nearly 
to full | and I discovered that the 
queen had ited a hundred of eggs in it. 
While I was admiring the wonderful skill 
and industry of the little creatures who had 
a such achange in my frame of 
ation in but a night and a day, I saw 

a number of workers standing ina circle

When to Prane. 


Your Bangor enquirer in the FARMER for 
June 7, will [ am afraid, never escape from 
his perplexity until he turns his back on 
the general multitude of advisers and ac- 
cepts as the basis of his practice certain 
fundamental principles, now regarded by 
the foremost authorities as established. The 
two important of these principles are the 
following: First, severe cutting of trees 
while they are in active growth impairs 
their vigor. Second, cutting of trees dur- 
ing severe cold weather, or just before, 
renders them more susceptible to injury 
from cold. ‘Therefore, first,do no severe 
pruning during June, July or August. 
though small twigs may be removed any 
time; second, do not prune in winter nor 
very late autumn any trees or vines that are 
exposed to the winter's blasts. 

There are some exceptions. For instance 
if a tree is making too rank a growth, and 
therefore cannot bear fruit, pruning in 
June will, it is claimed, help reduce its 

wth and favor the formation of fruit 
uds. Andina milder climate than ours 
the liability to injury from cold may be 
disregarded. September is a safe month, 
so is April or the first of May for healthy 
trees. Black-hearted trees should not be 
pruned in the spring because the sap will 
flow out and be very unsightly and possi- 
bly injure the tree. In September the trees 
are covered with leaves, and it is difficult to 
see what is needed, while in spring the 
limbs are all bare and the whole situation 
and the relations of the several parts to 
each other can then be readily seen. But 
if I were to cut off a very large limb, one 
that would never heal over, as is sometimes 
necessary in old trees, I would choose 
September, because I have some reason to 
think that wood not covered with bark will 
remain sound longer if cut in September 
than if cutin April. , 

AS a matter of practice, I think I am safe 
in saying that nine-tenths of all the apple- 
tree pruning done in the State of Maine is 
done in April and May. Though many 
advocate pruning in June, I have rarely 
seen it done. Almost all orchardists prune 
at the time of grafting. The very best 
practice is to begin with the trees when 
they are very small, and allow no limbs to 
form except such as will be needed in the 
full grown trees. This can all be accom- 
plished by pinching out or cutting with the 
knife all useless twigs. This will obviate 
forever the necessity of cutting off large 
imbs.

Will you please explain through the col- 
umns of the FaRMER, what a ‘‘one-horse- 
power” is, aterm often used in connection 
with machinery, but having, as it seems to 
me, a somewhat indefinite meaning? G.

Steele's Natural Philosophy says: —‘‘A 
horse-power is reckoned in mechanics as a 
force that will lift 33,000 lbs. one foot in a 
minute, without any assistance of machin- 
ery.” Worcester’s Unabridged Dictionary 
says a horse-power for a steam engine is 
“a power capable of raising 33,000 pounds 
avoirdupois through the space of one foot 
in a minute.” Youatt says “the average 
force or power of traction of a horse, is va- 
riously stated as equal to 80Ib., 100 Ib., 
150 Ib., and even 200 lb.”". Some European 
writers estimate a horse-power at about 
half or two-thirds of 33,000 pounds; but in 
Great Britain and the United States the 
above is the generally accepted rule. It 
matters very little what the unit of meas- 
ure is, if it is only understood and accept- 
ed. When we say that certain machinery 
is 10, 100, or 1,000 horse-power, we know it 
is so many times some real or imaginary 
unit of measure, and that unit must be de-

As illustrating the subject, the New York 


Tribune gives the following: ‘Let us sup- 
pose a deep well. A weight of 150 lbs. in 
the bottom of the well is tied to a rope;

rate of 24 miles in a ten-hour day, 24¢ miles 
in one hour, or 220 feet in one minute. ‘T'wo- 
and-a-half miles an hour is 2'¢ times 5,280 
feet, or 13,200 feet, which, divided by 60 
minutes in an hour makes 220 feet travelled 
inl minute. Arithmetical formula proofs: 
1 ft. space X 1 minute time x 33,000 lb—33,- 
000 lb; 220 ft. space x 1 minute time x 150 
Ib=33,000 Ib; 33,000+ 220—150; or 33,000 
+ 150=220.” 


Will you please give me the best method 
of curing clover hay, and oblige a 
Cornville, READER. 


In answer to a similar question, the Ru- 
ral New Yorker says: ‘here are two ex- 
tremes to be avoided, drying rapidly and 
too long in the sun, and attempting to cure 
wholly in the shade. It should be cut 
while dry and free from dew, and exposed 
tothe sun long enough to dry it partly. 
Then place it in small cocks, when some 
additional drying will take place, and it be- 
comes fit for the barn or stack. Some ex- 
perience and judgment are required to know 
just how dry it must be to keep without 
heating or moulding. If made too dry, it 
loses part of its value. ‘The relative amount 
of drying in the sun and in shade will vary 
with weather, ripeness and other influenc- 
es, but as an average about two-thirds of 
the drying should be performed in the sun, 
and one-third in the shade, although practi- 
cal men differ on this point.” Our recom- 
mendation for general practice is to cut 
when there is no dew; let it remain spread 
out until it is wilted; then put it into small 
cocks to remain say twenty-four hours; 
open it to the sun, turn it and haul it in the 
same day. This must be varied according 
to circumstances of weather, condition of 
clover when cut, &c. 





Mr. Editor :—Will you please inferm me 
through the FARMER whence comes the 
, color of butter, and why does June 

utter have the best color and flavor? M.

It comes from the coloring matter of the 
vegetables upon which the cow feeds, and 
the green color of vegetation is due to chlo- 
rophyl, a composite substance which is 
found in the form of minute grains attached 
to the walls of the cells of plants. This 
word means literally the green of the leaf. 
Chlorophyl is dissolved out of the plants 
with the fat or wax, when treated with 
ether. By treatment with chlorohydric acid 
it is decomposed into two coloring matters, 
a yellow and a blue. Now the acid of the 
gastric juice of the stomach of the cow is in 
part hydrochloric acid, and this is able to 
separate the yellow coloring matter from 
the chlorophy] of the herbage. This, then, 
is most probably the source of the color of 
the butter. We are led to this conclusion 
by the fact that the “green of the leaf” is 
lost in the ordinary process of curing hay 
and fodder, and that yellow butter cannot 
be made from this discolored food, nor 
from grass, even, which is over-ripe. 





Do you recommend the use of hay-caps, 
and will you give directions for making 
them? G. M. P. 

Livermore. A 

Yes, we do recommend them, and we 
have often been surprised that they have 
not come into more genera] use. A corres- 
pondent of the Country Gentleman gives the 
following directions for making, which we 
cannot improve upon. “Procure common 
brown sheeting 54 inches wide, for hay 
caps. This is torn into squares, the edges 
are turned over a stout cord and sewn 
down. At each corner a loop, about six 
inches long, is made in the cord, which 
hangs down. The caps are thrown over 
the tops of the cocks, which should be 
large and brought to a narrow top; they 
may be 5 or 6 feet high and 4 feet wide at 
the bottom, and hold 250 to 300 pounds of 
hay. If the sides are raked down the cap 
will shed water at the top; afid the whole 
will be safe from a heavy or long-continued 
shower.” 





Mr. Editor:—L. of Princeton, wishes to 
know about stone drains. Five years agol 
had a piece of ground of 1'¢ acres, back of 
my barn and beside the road, which bore 
flags and bullrushes, and filled with water 
the year round. I commenced a drain from 
the lowest point, cutting through another 
field about fifty rods, 3'¢ feet deep and 4 
feet wide. Used large stone for bottoms 
and fiat ones for covers, leaving a passage 
of 8 inches square, which carries off all of 
the water; then backed and filled with 
staall stone, covered with the shavings from 
a shingle machine, to prevent the earth 
from sifting through, then with earth one 
foot deep. After draining the above piece 
of land, I took the turf and muck off to 
within 8 inches of the pan, plowed and 
dressed with stable manure, seeded with 
clover, Timothy and red-top, and now get 
from 14¢ to 2 tons of nice hay per acre.

He noticed that the dead crow 
had a full crop, and on opening it found 
seventeen potato bugs. Another farmer 
tells me that he kept potato vines free 
from bugs, by letting his flock of tame 
ducks have the run of his potato field. All 
kinds of vegetation have made rapid growth 
within the ten days. Grass on well 
dressed fields is two feet in height at this 
date—June 9th, and orchards are white 
with apple and pear blossoms. Frequent 
light wers and warm weather gladdens 
the hearts of the farmers.

Mr. Eprror: Will you permit a disinter- 
ested reader of your paper to say a few 
words on this much discussed “hired girl 
question?” Disinterested because repre- 
senting neither the employer nor the em- 
ployed. Two questions seem to be most 
prominent in this discussion, viz.: Why are 
girls, to be hired for doing housework, so 
scarce, and why are they so independent 
when they condescend to enter good fami- 
lies? The real answer to the first, I think, 
has hardly been given by any writer. I 
should like to ask Clarissa Potter if Simon 
is willing to hand out six or even five dol- 
lars per week for the payment of the hired 
girl? As she has promised not to write 
agein on this subject I anticipate her 
answer. ‘No indeed! we expect te 
get a good, capable girl for two dollars. 
Sometimes we are obliged to pay two 
and a half, or possibly three dollars per 
week, never more than that, which is de- 
cidedly more than we can afford.” That 
would be the answer from the majority of 
farmers’ wives compelled to hire help, only 
where the family is small they do not ex- 
pect to pay as high as twodollars. Farm- 
ers are certainly right in saying they can- 
not afford to pay more, but who blames a 
girl for doing lighter work when she can 
get more money for it? 

Light housework is easy and pleasant 
perhaps, but ina family like C. P.’s there 
is much hard work to be done. Work that 
gives many back and feet aches to all, ex- 
cept the strongest, who undertake it. As 
arule our American girls are not made of 
iron, and work in the shop or factory is 
much easier for most of them, especially 
when the income is doubled or trebled. In 
some cases girls cannot earn in the factory 
or shop perhaps more than three dollars, 
but in most, five or six, sometimes more 
than that. ‘The work requires less outlay 
of strength, and at least their evenings are 
their own. 

Ihave worked for others much during 
the past ten years, bat have never done 
housework outside of my own house, and if 
obliged to earn my bread should turn to 
housework asa last resort. As a rulea 
girl who works in a farmer's family is 
treated as one of themselves, but in vil- 
lages and cities it is apt to be different, not 
because they desire to be unkind, or to put 
a girl down, but because they do not realize 
that there is a difference between a clean, 
tidy, ladylike American girl and the Lrish, 
French or colored girls that are usually 
employed, and whom it would be very dif- 
ficult to transform into an agreeable com- 
panion. 

itis very true that hired girls are inde- 
pendent and—saucy—but if they fully real- 
ized how disagreeable and unladylike it 
made them I think they would reform, as 
some of thei certainly have good common 
sense in all other matters and are ladies in 
appearance. But this would all be differ- 
ent if girls were plenty and could be en- 
gaged at an hour’s notice. As it is they 
know that the mistress will bear almost 
anything rather than be without a irl.

Charles H. Billar, aged 19, Wednesday, 
saved the lives of Henry Benedict and his 
two daughters by rescuing them from 
drowning at Coney Island.

All were unconscious wh« n 
the brave young man landed them out of 
the surf, and he sank unconscious beside 
them. Prompt medical attendance fortu- 
nately resuscitated all four. 

Out of nearly six hundred immigrants 
who arrived at New York, Sunday, three 
hundred belonged to the ‘“aasisted” class, 
which means that their passage had been 
paid to New York, and a few dollars given 
them to prevent them from becoming bey- 
gars the moment they left the vessel. 
Among this three hundred were severa] 
paupers who had been taken directly from
